1 . (Currently Amended) A software system supporting distributed web applications, comprising: 

a parent server page, containing a call to a child server page; 

a cache within a web server, containing code for the parent server page and child server page, 
wherein the code for the parent server page does not contain all the code for the child 
server page; and 

a link associated with the call to the child server page, and encapsulating information for locating 
and executing the code for the child server page, 

2. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein the child server page may be executed 
using the link, without executing the parent server page. 

3. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein the link further comprises a web page 
address and a list of request al tributes.

5. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, further comprising an instruction sequence that 
may be invoked to locate the child server page in the cache, 

6. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, further comprising an object-oriented software 
system. 

7. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein a server page comprises a Java Server 
fagc (JSP). 
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8, (Currently Amended) The software system as recited in claim 7, wherein Ihe child JSP may be 
executed in response to a request made to the web server by tbe^.client or another web server. 

9, (Currently Amended) A method for caching a parent and a ehild seve^ -server page, comprising: 

storing code for the parent seyfe^sejy.enpa^e in a cache located internal Jp^jyj&s^er, such that 
the code for the parent sever-&ciYgy>age does not contain all lines of code for the child 
sevet^serycr page; 

storing only one copy of the code for the child seveg-server page in the cache; 

creating in the code for the parent sweg ^axc upafie a link to the singular copy of the code for the 
child sever-^cryer page for locating and executing the code for the child geve^seiyctpagc; 
and 

associating the link with more than one call to the child seveF-^ejryer_page to execute from the cache 
a plurality of the singular copy of the code for the child seve^erver page. 

10, (Original) The method as recited in claim 9, wherein a server page comprises a Java Server Page (JSP). 

1 1 , (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, further comprising invoking an instruction sequence to 
locale the code for the child JSP in the cache, in response to a request made by a web browser. 

12, (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, further comprising executing the code for the child JSP 
using the link, without executing all the code for the parent JSP. 

13, (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 12, wherein the child JSP is executed in the 
web server in response to a request made by the-a_client or another web server. 

14, (Original) The method as recited in claim 13, wherein the child JSP is executed only if it cannot first 
be located in the cache. 
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15. (Original) The method as recited in claim 13, wherein the cached child JSP may be updated without 
also updating the parent JSP.

17. (Currently Amended) A computer program product in a computer readable medium for use in 
storing a parent and a child server page in a cache, the computer program product comprising: 

instructions for storing code for the parent seve Keryet. p age in the cacheJocAt^Jvj t thjiui_\v;e.h 
gecver, such that the code for the parent sew^jerysr.pagc docs not contain all lines of 
code for the child sever-^cnicxpagc; 

instructions for storing only one copy of the code for the child ee^ef -sgryenp age in the cache; 

instructions for creating in the code for the parent seve pserver page a link to the singular copy of 
the code for the child seve^eryer page for locating and executing the code for the child 
seve^serycr.page; and 

instructions for associating the link with more than one call to the child seve^seryo; page to execute 
from the cache a plurality of the singular copy of the code for the child se¥ef=-§eryer4)agc.
